As  poet,  critic,  speculative  thinker,  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge,  that  "subtle-souled 
psychologist,"  has  long  challenged  and  perplexed  his  readers.  In  this  innovative 
study,  Mr.  Haven  finds  distinctive  patterns  within  the  many  areas  of  Cole- 
ridge's work. 

These  patterns,  the  author  suggests,  derive,  not  only  from  Coleridge's  extensive 
reading,  but  also  from  his  preoccupation  with  his  personal  experiences  as  a 
conscious  being  and  his  fascination  with  the  symbolic  nature  of  language. 
Intensely  aware  both  of  his  own  states  of  consciousness  and  of  the  characteristics 
of  language,  Coleridge  sought  to  convey  their  complex  functions  in  creating, 
shaping,  and  mirroring  reality. 

Mr.  Haven's  examination  of  patterns  of  experience  in  relationship  to  uses 
of  language  provides  a  clarifying  discussion  of  Coleridge. 

A  member  of  the  Department  of  English  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Mr.  Haven  is  the  author  of  many  scholarly  articles,  and  co-editor  of  a  forthcoming 
bibliography  of  Coleridge's  works  to  be  published  by  Routledge  &  Kegan 
Paul,  Ltd.,  London.

A  sequel  to  Dr.  Gregg's  A  Social  and  Economic  History  of  Britain,  1 790-1965, 
this  volume  is  an  inclusive  and  detailed  analysis  of  the  socio-political-economic 
evolution  of  Britain  since  1945. 

The  term  "welfare  state"  as  employed  by  the  author  denotes  not  only  the 
welfare  services  and  legislation  of  the  state,  but  all  of  the  economic  and  social 
developments  within  the  state.  Dr.  Gregg  examines  population,  education,  crime 
and  delinquency,  the  relationships  of  wealth  and  affluence,  and  the  changing 
social  and  cultural  values  in  Britain. 

Pauline  Gregg  is  also  the  author  of  Chain  of  History  (Harrap,  1958) ,  and 
Free- Born  John.-  A  Biography  of  John  Liburne  (Harrap,  1961 ) .

Poems  by  Stanley  Xoehler 

These  poems  by  Mr.  Koehler  show  a  poet  in  love  with  people  and  with  things. 
From  encounters  with  strangers  and  family,  in  a  world  filled  with  natural  events 
and  architectural  details,  they  draw  patterns  and  presences  that  linger  in  the  mind. 
The  art  is  unobtrusive,  but  the  effect  is  of  familiar  things  made  fresh  by  a  larger 
perspective  and  a  language  of  rare  shapeliness. 

Stanley  Koehler  spends  his  summers  as  Director  of  the  Chautauqua  Writers' 
Workshop  and  his  winters  as  a  professor  of  English  at  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  is  a  co-author  of  A  Curious  Quire  (University  of  Massachusetts

The  important  documents  concerning  the  history  of  racial  thought  in  the  United 
States  from  the  early  seventeenth  century  to  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth 
century  have  been  gathered  in  this  volume,  the  first  of  two.  The  second  will 
continue  the  history  from  the  Civil  War  to  the  present. 

Mr.  Ruchames  has  used  as  his  sources  the  most  influential  thinkers  of  each 
period  in  American  history.  Among  those  included  are  Cotton  Mather,  James 
Otis,  Benjamin  Franklin,  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe, 
James  Fenimorc  Cooper,  and  Abraham  Lincoln.  Mr.  Ruchames  has  provided 
an  introductory  essay  surveying  the  major  developments  in  racial  thought  during 
each  period.  Specific  documents  are  prefaced  by  a  brief  biographical  and  critical 
commentary. 

Louis  Ruchames  is  the  author  of  many  scholarly  articles  and  of  Race,  Jobs, 
and  Politics  7he  Story  of  thel.E.P.C.  (Columbia  University  Press,  1953). 
He  has  taught  at  Amherst  and  Smith  Colleges,  and  is  presently  a  member  of  the 
Department  of  History  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston.
